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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Gorham: x 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gor- 
ham for your consideration. This report covers the year from 
February, 1931, to February, 19382. 


TEACHERS. 


The changes in our teaching force during the past year, in 
the senior and junior high schools, have been relatively few. — 
Mr. Charles W. Rowe, Instructor in History, Civies, Agri- 
culture, and Athletics resigned at the end of the summer term 
and Mr. Linwood Brofee, a graduate of the University of 
Maine, Class of 1931, was elected to fill the vacancy. Mr. 
Brofee came to us well recommended by his college and is 
doing very satisfactory work both as a teacher and as a 
coach, : 
Miss Evelyn Marston of the English Department resigned 
to accept a more advantageous teaching position in New 
Hampshire. Miss Eleanor G. Butler of Portland, with two 
years of suecessful teaching experience in the schools of 
Porto Rico, was elected to fill the vacancy. Miss Butler 
studied at Columbia during the summer months and has had 
special training in Dramatics and Public Speaking. She is 
doing excellent work. | 
Miss Alice Wetherell of the Junior High School was 
granted a year’s leave of absence because of ill health. Miss 
Helen Whitcomb of Ellsworth, a graduate of Gorham Normal 
School, with three years of successful teaching experience, 
was elected as a substitute teacher for the year. Miss Whit- 
comb has fine teaching ability and is doing efficient work. 
Miss Eunice McCue of the Frederick Robie School re- 
signed at the close of the school year in June. Miss Helen H. 
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Nickerson of South Portland, a graduate of the Junior High 
Course at Gorham Normal School, was elected to the position 
made vacant by Miss McCue’s resignation. This is Miss 
Nickerson’s first year of teaching, cs she 1 is doing good work 
for an inexperienced teacher. 

Mrs. Ruth Elliott of the Blake School resigned to retire 
from teaching. Miss Mary L. Pederson of Scarborough, a 
graduate of Gorham Normal School with several years of 
successful teaching experience in rural schools, was elected 
teacher in this school. Miss Pederson has taken the special 
training course for rural teachers at Castine Normal Schoo! 
and is doing excellent work. 

Miss Nina Quimby of the Levi Hall School at North Gor- 
ham was married and retired from teaching. Miss Beatrice 
Gould, a local girl and a graduate of Gorham Normal School, 
was elected to teach in. the Levi Hall School. 

‘Miss Clara Waterman of the Whitney School resigned just 
before the beginning of the school year in September to ac- 
cept a position in the schools of Melrose, Massachusetts. Miss 
Hilja M. Kulju, a graduate of Farmington Normal School, 
with four years of successful teaching experience, was elected 
teacher in the Whitney School. 

The vacaney in the Elmwood School was filled by the elec- 
tion of Miss Marion L. Files of Gorham. Miss Files, like 
Miss Gould, is a graduate of Gorham Normal School. 

Miss Gould, Miss Kulju and Miss Files are all doing very 
satisfactory work. They are interesting themselves’in the 
social activities of the communities where they are teaching 
and are living up to the best ideals of rural teaching work. 

The ‘spirit manifested by all of our teachers during the 
past year is well worthy of commendation. They have given 
freely of their time and energy, not only during the school 
day, but outside of school hours as well, in order that the 
children who attend their classes may receive the maximum 
amount of benefit from their service. 
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THE CHILDREN. 


Many children, in this period of depression, have had their 
opportunities for an education reduced at the very time when 
education should be enriched to meet the problems of a new 
day. This is.a time to “hold the line” in our educational 
work. The child’s life goes on whether he is in school or out. 
Robbed of his school opportunity today, he has lost some- 
thing which tomorrow cannot buy back. 

An increasing amount of leisure, due to the machine age in 
which we live, has come into our home life. The school must 
play an important part in teaching the citizens of tomorrow 
how best to use their leisure time. 

Let us not forget that the school is a great practice field for 
the building of character. Sympathetic teachers are present 
to guide and encourage. On the playground, in the class- 
room, the school assembly, the school club, and the school 
party, the principles of conduct operate under life conditions. 
Here for the first time the child comes in contact with large 
numbers of people. He reacts to the frank criticism of his 
fellows. In contact with many others he learns self-reliance. 
Experience teaches him that if he is to be trusted by his fel- 
lows he must be honest; that if he is to enjoy happiness, he 
must help others achieve happiness. The school gives a 
vision of the hopes and needs of mankind, and stimulates a . 
desire to help make life for all men worthier and happier. 
In the skills, the appreciations, and in the ideals it teaches, 
the school builds character. 


THE NEW ELEMENTARY CURRICULUM. 


A new State Course of Study was placed in the hands of 
the superintendents and teachers of the State last October. © 

For several years there has been an increasing demand . 
from both teachers and superintendents for a revision of the 
Elementary School Curriculum. In January, 1930, commit- 
tees consisting of a superintendent of schools, a classroom 
teacher, and a normal school teacher were appointed to revise 
each subject in the Elementary Curriculum. 
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The State Educational Department, in order to unify and 
coordinate the work of the several committees, and thus bring 
their work entirely up-to-date from an educational and peda- 
gogical viewpoint, entered into an agreement with the faculty 
of the Elementary Division of the New York University to 
edit and revise all the material which had been prepared. 

The State Course of Study thus represents not only the 
best work of our own local committees, but also carries with 
it the stamp of approval of the Department of Education of 
New York University. It is arranged for an eight-grade 
system to be preceded by a year of sub-primary or kinder- 
garten work. 

The new curriculum contains excellent outlines for courses 
in Health, Arts and Crafts, Music, and Elementary Science, 
as well as Reading, English, Geography, History, Arith- 
metic, Civics, and Spelling. 

-In common with many other cities and towns in the State, 
we are adopting this new Curriculum as our Course of Study. 
We are not considering it in any way as a maximum standard 
of achievement, and shall, wherever possible, plan to cover 
more than the work outlined. 


THE ROBIE GYMNASIUM. 


The citizens of Gorham have a right to feel proud of the 
new gymnasium erected on the high school lot by the trustees 
of the Charles Robie Fund. For the first time in its history 
the students of Gorham High School have a well-equipped, 
pleasant building in which to train their athletic teams. The 
importance of this gymnasium to the young people in our 
schools can hardly be overestimated. 

It is to be hoped that sometime in the near future the town 
will be able to adopt the new Health and Physical Education 
Program offered by the State Department of Education. 


REPAIRS, NEW EQUIPMENT, ETC. 


The repair fund in Gorham is used to meet a great many 
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different expenditures which at first thought might not seem 
to come properly under that department. From this fund we 
purchase new equipment, such as school furniture, type- 
writers, ete. The mowing of lawns, rental of playgrounds, 
cleaning of schoolhouses, express charges, trucking and many 
other expenses are paid from this account. 

We have tried, this year, to budget our repair money so as 
to keep within the appropriation, and at the same time to 
maintain our school buildings and school equipment up to the 
standard of other years. This, I believe, has been accom- 
plished. We have added considerably to our equipment and 
have been able to make necessary repairs. 

A new steel flagpole was erected on the high school grounds. 
Attractive cement steps have been built on the front of the 
building to replace the wooden ones which were in a dilapi- 
dated condition. 

A larger enrollment in the high school last September made 
it necessary for us to purchase and install ten new desks in 
the Assembly Room. Three new typewriters were purchased 
for the Commercial Department during the year. This de- 
partment has grown to such an extent that it is taxing the 
capacity of the room. The students enrolled in this course 
~ are securing a practical business training which will enable 
them to go out into the community and meet the require- 
ments of business firms where well-trained, efficient office help 
is demanded. 

We have made a special effort to improve the Agricultural 
Course in the school, and to bring it more nearly up to the 
standard which the State requires. New textbooks have been 
purchased, an up-to-date filing system has been installed, and 
reference books have been. added. Worthwhile farm projects 
are being carried on by the students. Training in farm ear- 
pentry, which includes the making of common, everyday re- 
pairs around the home, is receiving special attention. This is 
very important, as many of the boys enrolled in the course 
have never had any manual trianing work and for some it is 
their first acquaintance with tools. 

Excellent speakers, interested in the development of Agri- 
culture, have been brought to the school and the students have 
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had an opportunity to meet and talk with them personally. A 
concise yet complete system of Farm Accounting is being 
taught. Soil analysis has been undertaken on a small scale. 
Mr. Brofee would be glad to supply to anyone wishing it the 
University of Maine dairy ration and any other information 
relating to Farm Management that the college may have 
worked out. 

The ceiling, walls and woodwork of the White Rock school- 
rooms were painted. The barbed wire fence around the 
school yard was replaced by one built of smooth wire. The 
pump and pipeline which supples water to the school have 
been thoroughly overhauled and an effort has been made to 
protect them from injury during the freezing winter months. 

A part of the gutter was replaced on the Frederick Robie 
School. A filing cabinet for school records was placed in the 
principal’s office and a new teacher’s desk was purchased for 
Miss Titcomb’s room. The bookroom on the lower floor was 
painted and other minor repairs were made on the interior 
of the building. 

Ina number of instances we have had to meet demands for 
additional conveyance. Several farms, that have been without 
tenants for some time and remote from any school, have 
families living on them this year. The discontinuance of the 
electric road to Gorham and South Windham has increased 
our conveyance expenses somewhat. 

It was believed at the close of the school year in June, that, 
owing to the small attendance, it would be possible to close 
the Blake School and convey the children to the Whitney and 
West Gorham Schools. If this plan could have been carried 
out, it would have meant a saving to the town, but during the 
summer a sufficient number of families moved into the dis- 
trict to make it advisable to re-open the school. I believe 
that it will be necessary to continue the Blake School for 
several years at least. The West Gorham School has at the 
present time nearly as many children as they can accommo- 
date. Additional children could be cared for at the Whitney 
School, but that building is not large enough to accommodate 
the children living in both the Whitney and Blake districts. 
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CLOSING. 


The town schools have enjoyed a pleasant and profitable 
year of work. A most excellent spirit of cooperation has 
existed between the home and the school. The teachers have 
not only worked hard with their classes, but have shown a 
commendable desire for professional improvement. 


We have tried to keep the expenditures of this department 
within the appropriations. This, it has not always been pos- 
sible to do, but no account has been overdrawn unless the 
need was found to be an imperative one. 


I believe that we have a strong and efficient corps of teach- 
ers in our schools, one that will compare favorably with other 
towns in the State. 


The work of the Cumberland County Public Health Asso- 
ciation has been continued and much corrective work has 
been accomplished. This Association sends two nurses to 
examine all the pupils at least once a year. Cards are made 
out and sent home to the parents, notifying them of any 
physical defects discovered in their children. This work is 
very important and no investment of funds during the year 
pays a larger dividend. 


In closing this report, I wish to express my sincere thanks 
to the members of the School Committee for their kindly ad- 
vice and assistance, to the citizens of the town for the pro- 
visions made for the support of the schools, and to the teach- 
ers, whose loyal support and codperation have had so much to 
do with the success of the schools during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


Your School Committee for the past year wish to submit 
the following report. 

In March, 1931, Mr. W. H. S. Ellingwood, Superintend- — 
ent of Schools, presented his resignation to the Board mem- | 
bers. It was accepted with regrets at the regular joint meet- 
ing of the Westbrook-Gorham School Board. 

We wish to thank Mr. Ellingwood for his wonderful spirit 
of cooperation at all times. He labored faithfully to place 
our schools in the excellent condition they were in at the ex- 
piration of his term as superintendent. 

Mr. Guy V. Sinclair-of Westbrook was elected at the joint 


- meeting of the Westbrook-Gorham School Board to fill this 


vacancy. We find Mr. Sinclair a tireless worker and very 
sincere in his endeavors to have our schools rank among the 
best.- 

Mr. Sinclair has made a very clear and concise report 
covering the work accomplished during the year and leaves 
very little for your Committee to report. He has reported 
on the repairs made but has not mentioned repairs we would 
like to make. 

The High School should have much work done on the in- 
side; a little paint and varnish will make our schoolrooms 
cleaner, brighter, and more sanitary for our boys and girls. 
We hope to have money enough in our appropriation to 
make these repairs. 

The Blake School is still one of our great problems, for it 
has never been repaired to meet the State requirements. 
Your Committee would suggest that the most advisable pro- 
cedure would be to move the Wescott School, which has been 
fully standardized and has been closed several years, to some 
lot near the site of the Blake School, thus giving the children 
in this district an up-to-date building in which to spend their 
school hours. 
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The question of High School tuition is still another prob- 
lem, but your Committee feel that it is a matter for the town 
people to settle. We do feel that our High School, which is 
classed as one of the best in the State, with the addition of 
our Memorial Gymnasium, offers as many opportunities to 
our boys and girls as any school of its size. 

We wish to thank the Trustees of the Charles Robie Fund 
and trust they realize how much the town appreciates the 
building of the Memorial Gymnasium which has been erected 
on the’ high school lot this last year, thus giving the boys and 
girls a better opportunity to compete in athletics with other 
schools in this vicinity. We hope a Physical Education pro- 
eram can be adopted in the near future. 

We thank the Rey. Clarence Clark and- nis Friendly 
Indians of North Gorham for their help in removing the 
fence around the North Gorham school lot. This fence has 
been in a dilapidated condition for some time. This summer 
a permit was obtained from the Trustees of the property ad- 
joining the school lot to remove the fence, providing the chil- 
dren were kept within bounds. A piano has been presented 
to this school. It will be a help to the teachers with their 
music, we are sure. 

An earnest effort has been made to supply the White Rock 
School with a supply of pure drinking water the year around.

February 1, 1931, to January 31, 1932.

The year 1931 undoubtedly was a year of financial depres- 
sion but libraries throughout the country report unusual 
activities. Our own library is no exception. Our circulation — 
has increased, not only of the fiction, but of the more serious 
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non-fiction : books of biography and travel, of science and his- 
tory and we are very glad indeed to comply with these de- 
mands. Many times the State Library and the Portland Pub- 
lic Library have come to our assistance and loaned to us of 
their larger store when our own was insuflicient. This kind- 
ness has been much appreciated and we express our thanks 
for their generosity. 

The hbrary has undergone needed improvements, inside 
and outside of the building. New rubber treads have been 
laid to protect the refinished floors. The work on the interior 
necessitated the closing of the library for five days in October, 
but we felt repaid, for the improvement was so gratifying. 

A new cabinet for the art and music collection has been 
installed and is a credit to the library as well as a credit to 
_ the builder, Mr. Austin Alden. This cabinet was purchased 
by funds left to the library by Miss Maria Irish and is to 
bear a plate designating it as the Maria Irish Memorial. 

National Book Week this year was observed the week of 
Nov. 15-21. The 63 books purchased from the Cressey Fund 
for the Children’s Room were as attractive as ever. In addi- 
tion to the usual books purchased, a set of Compton’s Pic- 
tured Encyclopedia was made available through the same 
fund. These seem to attract as much attention as the story 
books, reminding us anew that truth is stranger than fiction. 

In the Adult’s Reading Room were displayed the new fic- 
tion and non-fiction. The adults were fortunate, too, in hav- 
ing a set of the New Britannica Encyclopedia, a much needed 
addition. These were purchased from the State Stipend. 

The programs for Book Week were based on the theme: 
“Round the World in Books.” Wednesday was devoted to the 
children‘s program in charge of Mrs. Lidback. The ‘“Blue- 
birds” under the direction of Mrs. Ila Clark sang, a recita- 
tion was given by Billy Fogg, and “Melodies from Many 
Lands” was given by the Campfire Girls, in the costumes of 
the lands they represented. This play was written by Marion 
Young, a member of the Mozart Music Club, as well as a 
Campfire girl, the play receiving a first prize in the National 
Pageantry Contest. 
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The characters were as follows: Welch girl, Elizabeth 
Carswell; Irish girl, Virginia Lidback; Italian girl, Maria 
Armentino; Russian girl, Sara McAllister; Scotch girl, 
Marion Young; French girl, Eleanor Parker; German girl, 
Margaret Young; Indian girl, Joan McAllister; Colored girl, 
Mildred McAllister; Henrietta Lidback was at the piano for 
the program. 

Friday was given over to the adult’s program. A solo by 
the Rey. Stanley Carne and trio numbers by the Annie Louise 
Jary Trio, Mrs. Cilley accompanying, were presented. Mrs. 
Lewis gave a brief review of the books to be ordered on the 
McKenney Fund. Continuing the subject of “Round the 
World in Books,” Miss Elizabeth Whittier gave a compre- 
hensive review of the books of the year, which took us into 
countries around the world and back again. Mrs. Annie 
Marean gave in a very pleasing and instructive paper, a de- 
scription of her recent trip to Alaska. Curios and mementos 
were also shown, which added much interest. 

In March, 1931, 22 books were loaned to the West Gorham 
School, and in January, 1932, another set was sent; 25 were 
loaned to the Frederick Robie School, and a box has also 
been sent to the Whitney School at North Street. Two sets 
of books have been sent to the branch library at White Rock 
in charge of Mrs. Rand. 

To relieve the overtaxed shelves in the stackroom, some 
older books and duplicates were removed to make room for 
the new books; 36 books have been given to the White Rock 
Branch to add to its collection and 30 books have been given 
to Mrs. Sanborn who does so much good with the books at 
South Gorham. 

Seventy books have been sent to the bindery to be rebound 
and made as good as new. Three years St. Nicholas maga- 
zines have also been bound. 

Seven books are reported lost. Some of these have been 
paid for and replaced. Three books were removed because of 
communicable disease. 

A magazine article poster is displayed each month, listing 
ten outstanding articles appearing in current American mag- 
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azines and is a guide to readers of the really worth-while 
articles in the current magazines. The library has on sub- 
scription 35 magazines and by gifts 38. Among those donat- 
ing magazines are: Mrs. Giddings, Miss McCann, Miss 
Millett, Brookline Public Library, Christian Science Mon- 
itor, Haverhill Public Library, 4-H Club, Woman’s Club, 
Annie Louise Cary Club, W. C. T. U., Country Life Pub- 
lishers, Miss Hibbard, Miss Elder, Mr. J. A. Waterman, 
Mrs. C. N. Hayes, Miss Mary E. Libbey, Mr. and Mrs.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GORHAM FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


_ The Gorham Fire Department at the present time is prac- 
tically the same as last year, there having been very little 
change in personnel and equipment. 

In 1931 the Gorham Fire Department located at Gorham 
Village answered fifty-one calls, three of these being in Scar- 
boro and two in Windham, thirty-three calls in the Town of 
Gorham but outside the Fieve: corporation, and fifteen ene 
inside the village corporation. 

During 1931 we have used water lines at five fires and 
2,348 Bitsus of chemical. 

There have been two total losses during the past year, that 
of Joe Durgin, Sept. 19, 1931, and that of Raymond Butler, 
Oct. 12, 1931. In both cases the buildings were on fire 
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throughout when the department arrived, and in both cases 
the cause was unknown. 

The total damage for the year was about $11,350.00, of 
which about one-half was covered by insurance. 

The decrease in the number of calls in the village corpora- 
tion is due partially to the inspection which the members of 
the fire department made in the early fall in which we 
checked up on dirty or defective chimneys, heaters, smoke- 
pipes and other dangerous conditions in local homes and 
places of business. We also give due credit to the oil burners 
which so many people have had installed, thereby cutting 
down on soot in the chimneys caused by burning wood. 

During 1932 we wish to urge the people to be particularly 
careful in burning grassland and brush and avoid carelessness 
with fire in and about their homes and places of business, be- 
cause if you keep down your fire calls you are going to keep 
down your taxes just so much, in addition to the saving in 
damage to grass and timberland and other property. 

In the early fall of 1932 the fire department intends to 
increase the inspection of chimneys and buildings, and carry 
it as far outside the village as possible. 

The fire department hopes with your codperation to bring 
the fire loss of 1932 far below that of 1931, and it can be done 
if every man, woman and child will heed the warning of the 
State Forestry Department.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


OF THE TOWN OF GORHAM, ME., MARCH 7, 1932 


To H arry C. Palmer, a Constable of the Town of Gorham, 
County of Cumberland, State of Maine, Grerrtine: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are requested to

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Gorham: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham 
for your consideration. This report covers the year from 
February, 1932, to February, 1933. 


TEACHERS 


There have been comparatively few changes in our teaching 
force during the past year. 

Miss Ethelyn F. Upton, of our Junior High School faculty, 
was elected a member of the Gorham Normal School teaching 
staff at the close of the school year in June. Miss Upton had 
been doing excellent work in the Training School and her 
_ promotion to the Normal School faculty was a well deserved 
one. 

Miss Ethelind Scott of Patten, a graduate of Castine 
Normal School and Boston University, was elected to fill the 
position made vacant by the promotion of Miss Upton. 

Miss Alice Wetherell of the Junior High School faculty, 
“was again granted a leave of absence, and her place is being 
filled by Miss Helen Whitcomb of Ellsworth, who carried 
on the work so successfully last year. 

Mrs. Ethelyn Christie, teacher in the West Gorham Rural 
Training School, resigned at the close of the school year. 
Mrs: Christie had filled the position in a satisfactory manner 
for several years and her resignation was accepted with 
regret. Miss Mary L. Pederson, a graduate of Gorham 
Normal School, who did such excellent work in the Blake 
School last year, was elected as teacher in the West Gorham 
School. | 

Miss Elizabeth Van Dusen, a graduate of Gorham Normal 
School, class of 1932, was elected to fill the vacancy in the 
Blake School. Miss Van Dusen is a local girl who did her 
practice teaching in the Rural Training School at West 
Gorham. 
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Miss Margaret Titcomb, teacher of the first grade in the 
Frederick Robie School, was married and retired from teach- 
ing at the close of the school year. Miss Titcomb was a very 
popular, hard-working teacher and her resignation was a 
distinct loss to the school. 

Miss Ardell Elwell of Buxton, a graduate of Gorham 
Normal School, class of 1930, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by Miss Titcomb’s resignation. Miss Elwell came to 
us from a year of successful teaching in South Paris and is 
doing good work. 

Miss Hilja M. Kulju, teacher in the Whitney School, 
resigned during the summer vacation to accept a better 
paying position in the schools of Pittsfield, Maine. Miss 
Catherine Brown of Gorham, a graduate of last year’s class 
at the Normal School, was elected to teach in the Whitney 
School. 

I feel that we have been fortunate in retaining such a large 
percentage of our teachers, as the benefits coming to a school 
system through this permanency in its teaching force can 
hardly be. overestimated. Much valuable time must neces- 
sarily be saved at the opening of the school year when our 
teachers are familiar, not only with the general routine work 
of the schools, but have a personal acquaintance and knowl- 
edge of many of the children who come to them for instruction. 

I feel that commendable effort is being made by our teachers 
to keep in touch with all that is taking place in the educa- 
tional field. 

They are giving freely of their time, outside of school hours, 
to aid worthy activities in the several communities where they 
are employed. Teaching, if it is to be skilled, and no other 
kind should be acceptable to any community, demands a 
trained, experienced, and competent teaching personnel. 

Many communities, however, have been slow to recognize 
this truth. Salaries have been so inadequate in many instances 
that it has often been impossible to attract the best qualified 
young people to its service. In our early educational history 
the formal instruction of children was considered neither 
sufficiently complex and difficult, nor sufficiently vital to 
require teachers of high calibre. However, as our philosophy 
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of education has broadened and deepened to include many 
different aims, services and technical procedures, and as 
society in general has gradually realized the importance of 
the influences under which the child develops, it has set up 
barriers which in a large measure prevent the admission of 
persons who are unprepared to give a high grade of service. 
Making good citizens is one of the chief tasks of the school, 
and this service cannot be performed by unskilled workers. 
The modern demands of society and of civilization require an 
ever-lengthening and intensive period of training for children 
and young people. It is of supreme importance, therefore, 
that there be at the service of society as the teacher of its 


youth, men and women of first-rate morals, intellect, and 
skills. 


GOOD SCHOOLS ESSENTIAL TO THE WELFARE 
OF A COMMUNITY 


This is a time when any restriction of the school program 
is a serious thing for the children. 

When we consult our school statistics and discover that 
out of every one thousand children who enter the public 
schools, 974 reach the sixth grade, but only 260 graduate 
from the high school, it becomes evident that much of the 
education and training of our future citizens must be given 
in. the elementary schools. 

It is a time to practice rigid economy in school administra- 
tion, but in our efforts to reduce school costs we should be 
careful not to undermine such creative and cultural aspects 
of education in the grades as music, and art, nor to-curtail 
in any degree such earn-a-living subjects as vocational training. 
We are realizing more and more every day that the really 
important subjects in the school curriculum are those which 
the student will carry out with him into the outside world. 
The school of today should be doing much to prepare the 
men and women of tomorrow, not only to take their proper 
places in the social and industrial world, but it must also 
train them to use wisely the additional leisure time which is 
to be theirs. 
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We, as adults, can postpone plans, readjust our affairs to 
a changed economy, but in the education of children it is 
oftentimes a matter of this year or never. The education 
that is denied to childhood today is irretrievably lost. 


TUITION AND CONVEYANCE 


For a considerable number of years the Town of Gorham 
has been paying tuition to the towns of Standish, Windham, 
and Westbrook for the schooling of its high school students 
living in the North Gorham and White Rock sections of the 
town. The cost of tuition for those students during the year 
1931-32 amounted approximately to $850.00. 

At the same time many students of high school age in 
South Windham were finding it extremely difficult to secure 
satisfactory conveyance to the local high school. 

Several meetings were held with interested groups of 
parents during the winter to see if some arrangement could 
be made so that all of the students of high school age in the 
town might find it possible to attend school at Gorham 
Village. From information secured at those meetings, as well 
as through personal investigation, it seemed that a possible 
solution of this problem might be found by putting on a 
school bus in place of the several conveyances which were 
being used to carry the grade children to the Frederick Robie 
and Gorham Junior High Schools. 

This, we felt, must be accomplished without increasing the 
cost of conveyance. A plan was finally worked out so that 
the students of high school age living in the North Gorham, 
White Rock, and South Windham sections of the town could, 
by paying fifty cents a week to the owner of the bus, be 
assured of reliable conveyance to the high school. By open- 
ing this proposed bus route to competetive bids, we were able 
to effect a saving to the town of $475.00 for the school year 
of 1932-33 on our grade conveyance, besides doing away 
with the necessity of paying tuition on high school pupils in 
other towns. 
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This new arrangement is, we believe, working out to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. Those students who formerly 
_ attended high school in Standish or Whindham are finding 
equal, if not superior, advantages awaiting them in their own 
town schools. They have been quick to adjust themselves to 
necessary changes in curriculum and routine. We are finding 
them good students, loyal and co-operative. 

I desire, at this time, to express my sincere appreciation 
to the parents and other citizens of North Gorham, White 
Rock, and South Windham whose co-operation and support 
have had so much to do with making this new venture a 
successful one for the schools. 


ENROLLMENT AND TEACHING CONDITIONS 


The enrollment in the grade and Junior High schools of the 
town is forty more than last year, making a total of 666 
pupils. In the Senior High School we have registered 135 
pupils, as compared with 107 last year. 

It is interesting to note in connection with our high school 
the increased interest which is being manifested by the 
students in those courses which have a definite vocational - 
trend. This is especially true in the Agricultural Course, 
where the registration increased from seventeen last year to 
thirty-four this year. 

A brief summary of the work carried on last year in this 
department will, I think, be of general interest. In the Farm 
Shop work many practical projects were carried out in con- 
nection with this phase of Agriculture. Among the out- 
standing ones were making tables and filing cabinets for the 
agricultural classroom, mending harnesses, and laying a 
concrete driveway. 

In connection with the Supervised Farm Practice work, 
each boy. taking the course must have a home project per- 
taining to the farm. Due to the fact that this is largely a 
poultry and dairying community, many of the projects carried 
out were with poultry. However, listed among other projects, 
one boy planted and cared for four acres of corn; another, 
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two and one-half acres of potatoes. I am informed by Mr. 
Brofee that more than twelve hundred dollars were realized 
from these projects by actual sales. 

Last year a team of boys from the agricultural group won 
second place in cattle judging at the Cumberland Center Fair 
and first place at the Narragansett Fair. In addition to this, 
one of the students, Robert Gordon, won first place in indi- 
vidual judging at the high school contest sponsored by the 
University of Maine. Later he went to Springfield as a 
member of the team representing the State of Maine. 

Mr. Brofee tells me that the school is co-operating with the | 
farmers in helping to solve many of their farm problems, 
such as how to mix sprays, the working out of feeding 
schedules for poultry, dairy cattle, etc. Problems that the 
school cannot readily solve are sent to the Maine Experi- 
mental Station at Orono, where more expert assistance may 
be obtained. 


REPAIRS, EQUIPMENT, ETC. 


Every effort has been made during the past year to keep all 
expenditures down to the minimum. Increased enrollment, 
particularly in the Senior High School, has made it necessary 
for us to purchase additional textbooks, supplies, desks, 
chairs, etc. 

The interior of the Blake and the Elmwood school rooms 
have been refinished. The roof of the high school building 
was shingled and the walls and ceiling of the assembly room 
were painted. 

New steps were built at the Longfellow Schoolhouse. New 
doors were made for the woodshed at the White Rock school 
and the doors leading into the hall were repaired. 

Conveyance costs have been reduced in spite of the fact 
that we have had to meet several demands for additional 
conveyance. 


CLOSING 


The schools have enjoyed a pleasant and profitable year 
of work. The teachers have labored hard to make the year 
an outstanding one in the educational history of the town.

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We have found the parents co-operative and helpful, respond- 
ing to any calls made upon them for their time and services. 

Last May, the pupils of the rural schools were brought 
together in an evening program, given at the Junior High 
School auditorium, under the direction of Mrs. Ethel Boothby, 
assisted by the teachers in the rural schools. This program 
proved to be a very pleasant and interesting one. It was well 
attended and we believe that the project was helpful to the 
schools. We are planning a similar ‘‘get-together’’ this year. 

The work of the Cumberland County Public Health Asso- 
ciation has been carried on as usual in the schools. Under 
this plan all of the children in the schools are given physical 
examinations at least once during the year. Cards are sent 
home to the parents, notifying them of any physical defects 
discovered in their children. This work is very important 
and should be continued. You will find a summary of these 
activities listed elsewhere in the town report. 

In closing, I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
‘members of the School Committee for their help and assistance 


- during the year, to the citizens of the Town for the provisions 


made for the support of the schools, and to the teachers, 

whose loyal co-operation and hard work in the schools have 

had so much to do with their success during the past year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


Your School Committee submits the following report: 


We feel that the Gorham schools have all experienced a 
particularly satisfactory year, that the teaching corps has 
been unusually strong, and that the advancement has been 
thorough. 

Our High School offers exceptional opportunities to our 
young people, not only in the preparation for higher educa- 
tional achievement, but for life’s work as well. The Agri- 
cultural and Commercial courses are proving their value and 
we urge all citizens to visit their classes and become familiar 
with the character of their work. This year the school has 
been utilized most satisfactorily by students from every 
section of the town. 

Our Junior High School is, indeed, a model. The Frederick 
Robie School is accomplishing splendid results, and all rural 
schools are doing faithful work. 

No extensive improvements have been made upon any of 
our school buildings the past year. We have, however, 
endeavored to keep them clean, comfortable and in good 
repair. 

We are happy to report that the vexing problem of tuition 
has been removed, we trust, forever. The establishment of 
the school bus from North Gorham, as outlined in the Super- 
intendent’s report, has produced most gratifying results. 
Certainly, if our citizens do not care to avail themselves of 
this conveyance, they cannot reasonably expect the town to 
assume the expense of their children’s tuition in other towns. 

Realizing that our citizens were desirous of reducing the 
school budget, we have endeavored in every particular to 
practise strict economy in the management of your schools. 
Not only have we lived within our appropriation but have a 
substantial balance to our credit. After a most careful 
analysis, we are happy to inform the citizens that we propose 
to conduct the educational department the coming year with 
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a fifteen per cent reduction of appropriations, as indicated by 
our recommendations. We trust, however, that we will not 
be compelled to accept a greater reduction, for it certainly 
would impair the efficiency of the system which is now proving 
so beneficial to your boy and girl. Bear in mind that we have 
been one unit in the town government which has been living 
within its appropriation. 

Last April we united with the School Board of Westbrook 
in re-electing Mr. Guy V. Sinclair Superintendent of Schools. 
Mr. Sinclair has labored faithfully and we feel that the 
present excellent condition of our schools is due to his efforts.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


‘February 1, 1932, to January 31, 1933 


LIBRARY Hours 


Records of the past year show this to have been an unusually 
busy year at the library, with the largest circulation on 
-record, an increase of over 5,000 over last year. We are 
very glad to be of any assistance at this time and to know 
that the otherwise unemployed hours are used by many in 
the reading of books. This library is, we feel, fortunate in 
being able to supply as many books and magazines as it does 
notwithstanding diminished funds. 

We wish to express our thanks to the State Library, the 
Portland Library, and the Boston Public Library for their 
generosity in loaning us books when our own supply was 
insufficient. 

“Books for Young America’’ was the theme suggested for 
National Book Week this year, November 13 to 19 being the 
week so observed. The Week has made a permanent place 
for itself throughout the country, and with so much public 
interest directed to national affairs this fall, the American 
theme seemed timely and appropriate. Special displays 
were shown both in the juvenile and adult’s reading rooms. 
This year being the 100th anniversary of the birth of Louisa 
May Alcott, attractive posters illustrating her works and life 
were placed in the reading rooms as well as other colored 
posters and illustrations of more recent books. Two books 
written by Maine authors, ‘The Bird Began to Sing,” by 
Rachel Field, and ‘‘The Christmas Tree in the Woods,” by 
Susan Smith, were attractively illustrated by Mrs. Lidback. 
On the tables in the adult’s reading room were some of the 
new books, and on one table were books written by Gorham 
authors which attracted much attention. To our surprise 
the number grew to twenty-three authors who have lived or

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are living in the town of Gorham. The names included were: 
Eliza B. Emery, Carrie Thompson Lowell, Edith Lowell, 
Rev. E. C. Mcallister, Thomas F. Sherman, Embert L. Jones,

book, written in beautiful script, contained a list of students 
at Gorham Academy for the year 1816, and the constitution 
of the old ‘‘Attic Fraternity.” 

Wednesday of Book Week was devoted to programs. At 
2:30 the adults’ program, at which time Miss Lydia Jencks 
of the Gorham Normal School library, gave an interesting 
talk on library science and explained her methods in training 
students in this work. Mr. Herbert Jones of the Portland 
Book Shop, gave an excellent address on the books of the 
year, mentioning the outstanding list that had appeared and 
stating there was a definite trend in fiction back to historical 
tradition. 

At 3:30 the children’s hour, when the following program 
was presented: A story by Mrs. Frances M. Cotton was 
followed by a sketch from the life of Louisa M. Alcott, and a 
dramatization of ‘Castles in the Air’’ from ‘Little Women,” 
and another story read by Harriet Roberts. 

Seventy-five books have been rebound this year and put 
back in circulation. Thirteen books have been withdrawn, 
ten were worn out and one removed because of communi- 
cable disease. Thirteen books are reported missing, but 
some of these have been paid for and replaced. 

Books have been loaned this year to the White Rock 
Branch Library, Whitney School, West Gorham Model 
School, and the Blake School. Old magazines have also been 
given to the schools for use in language, history and geography 
travels. 
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The library has been the recipient of several gifts of books 
this year. Mr. Roy Hack gave many books from his father’s, 
the late Rev. Mr. Hack, collection. Some of these were 
duplicates of books we had, so some of these were given to 
the High School for their use; nine were given to both the 
White Rock Branch and the South Gorham Branch for their 
permanent use. Others who have generously donated books

~ purchase, 15; gifts, 63. 

By the will of the late Miss Lucy D. Waterman, the town 
was left a very generous gift of $1,500.00 to be used for the 
benefit of the library. 

The library has subscribed for 36 magazines, and 32 have 
been donated by friends of the library. Among those donating 
are: Mrs. Giddings, Miss McCann, Brookline Public Library, 
Christian Science Monitor, 4-H Club, Woman’s Club, Annie 
Louise Cary Club, W. C. T. U., Miss Hibbard, Miss Elder, 
Mr. J. A. Waterman, Miss Mary E. Libbey, Mr. and Mrs.

The number of new registrations filed at the library this 
year has been 321.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN ‘MEETING 


OF THE TOWN OF GORHAM, ME., MARCH 6, 1933 
To Harry C. Palmer, a Constable of the Town of Gorham, 


County of Cumberland, State of Maine, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are requested to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town of Gorham, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town 
House in said town, on Monday, the sixth day of March next, 
at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
articles, viz.: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


~ Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to fix the number of 
Road Commissioners to be elected at annual meeting, or 
instruct the Selectmen to appoint Road Commissioners, and 
to fix their term of office. 


Art. 3. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To receive and act upon the reports of the several 
town officers. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of two hundred and twenty-eight dollars and fifty-eight cents 
($228.58) to pay the interest on the Huston Fund note. 


ArT. 6. Tosee if the town will vote to allow such accounts 
as may be presented against the town, and raise money to 
pay the same. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of bridges. 
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Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise four hundred 
nine dollars ($409.00) to pay the interest on the Presumpscot 
River bridge note, amounting to eight thousand one hundred 
eighty dollars ($8,180.00). 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to pay or to renew 
the Presumpscot River bridge note for four thousand dollars 
($4,000.00), maturing December 15, 1933, and to raise money 
for such payment, or to decide on the terms of renewal. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the highways. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote “‘yes’’ or “no” on 
the question of appropriating and raising money necessary 
to entitle the town to the State Aid, as provided in Chapter 
154 of the Public Laws of 1917, as amended by Chapter 157 
of the Public Laws of 1919. 


ArT. 12. To see what sum, if any, the town will vote to 
raise in accordance with the provisions of Section 26 to 32, 
inclusive, of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes for the Con- 
struction of a State Aid highway, beginning at the town line 
between Old Orchard and Scarboro and extending in a general 
easterly and northerly direction over State Aid Road No. 2 
to the State highway at Dunstan; thence continuing in a 
general northerly direction over State Aid Road No. 2 to the 
Buxton town line; thence easterly over the County Road, 
so-called, in Gorham to State Aid Road No. 5; thence northerly 
to the State highway in Gorham Village; thence easterly over 
the State highway and State Aid Road No. 6 to the Windham — 
town line; thence over State Aid Road No. 1 in the town of 
Windham to the junction of State Aid Road No. 2; thence 
southerly over State Aid Road No. 2 to the Westbrook town 
line, also extending northerly in the town of Buxton through 
Duck Pond, Buxton Depot, Buxton Center to Bog Mills, 
so-called; thence southwesterly to West Buxton; thence 
southerly on the direct road to Buxton Lower Corner and 
Davis Hill, so-called, to the Saco town line; thence southerly 
through the City of Saco over the Buxton road, so-called, to 
the State highway in the City of Saco; thence over the Ferry 
road to the Old Orchard town line. 
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ArT. 13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
assessors to rescind any amounts appropriated by the town 
for State Aid highway construction in excess of the amount 
required to meet State apportionments. 


ArT. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
forty dollars ($40.00) relative to Special Resolve, Chapter 124, 
Sections 3 and 4, for maintenance of Special Resolve road 
leading from West Gorham. to West Buxton. 


ArT. 15. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the purpose of applying surface treatment to 
the Dow Road, so-called, extending from West Gorham to 
the Buxton line. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for cutting bushes. 


ArT. 17. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for snow removal. 


ArT. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
one thousand nine hundred forty-nine dollars ($1,949.00) for 
the maintenance of improved sections of the Third Class road. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) for gravel and repairs of 
Longfellow Street, beginning at the Westbrook line and 
extending toward Longfellow Schoolhouse as far as money 
_ permits, agreeable to an application. 


ArT. 20. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
two hundred dollars ($200.00) to repair the road leading from 
the Burhnam road opposite the residence of Fred Huff to the 
Buxton County road, agreeable to an application. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for heating and care of fire house in South Windham 
Village. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the salary of Fire Chiefs: 
(a) Fire Chief at Gorham Village. 
(b) Fire Chief at Little Falls. 
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Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the fire departments: 
(a) Gorham Village. 
(b) Little Falls. 
(c) North Gorham. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for schools: 
(a) Common schools. 
(b) High school. 
(c) Textbooks. 
(d) Insurance. 
(e) High school tuition. 
(f) Manual training schools. 
(g) Supplies and incidentals. 
(h) Repairs. 
(i) Salary of the Superintendent of Schools. 


ArT. 25. To:see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise to pay the transportation of high school pupils 
attending high school at Gorham Village. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the services of a public health nurse. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the care of cemeteries: 
(a) Hillside Cemetery. 
(b) South Street Cemetery. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to accept the follow- 
ing sums, the income to be used for the perpetual care of lots 
in Gorham Cemeteries: : 

(a) For Frank Hopkinson lot in Eastern Cemetery, two 
hundred dollars ($200.00). 

(b) For Mr. Frank H. Deering lot in South Gorham 
Cemetery, one hundred dollars ($100.00). 
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ArT. 29. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for street lights: 


(a) Gorham Village. 
(b) Little Falls. 

(c) North Gorham. 
(d) South Gorham. 


ArT. 30. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for hydrant rental: 


(a) Gorham Village. 
(b) Little Falls. 
(c) On Ossipee Trail. 


ArT. 31. To seé what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise to pay the Treasurer and Collector for the ensuing 
year. 


— ArT. 32. To see if the town will vote to pay the Selectmen 
quarterly, and raise the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) 
for same. 


ArT. 33. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the Baxter Memorial Library for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 34. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the North Gorham Public Library. 


ArT. 35. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) for the support of the Free 
Public Library at Little Falls. 


ArT. 36. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the Baxter Museum for the ensu- 
ing year. 


Art. 37. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the suitable observance of Memorial Day. 


ArT. 38. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the poor. 
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Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor to contract for the 
support of the town poor, in accordance with Section 14 of 
Chapter 29 of the Revised Statutes, and to execute a lease 
of the town farm upon as reasonable terms as can be obtained. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will appoint members of the 
Budget Committee to succeed those whose terms expire at 
this time. 


Art. 41. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money on town orders or 
town notes as a temporary loan in anticipation of taxes. 


ArT. 42. Tosee if the town will vote to raise one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) to pay interest on any temporary loans 
made to the town during the coming year. 


Art. 43. To see if the town will authorize the transfer of 
any unexpended balance from the accounts in which they now 
stand to other accounts. — 


ArT. 44. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of four hundred dollars ($400.00) for the heating and lighting 
of town offices and purchasing supplies for the same. 


Art. 45. To see what sum of money the town will btn 
and raise for the contingent expenses. 


ArT. 46. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of seven thousand dollars ($7,000.00) to pay the school bonds 
coming due January 1, 1934, also a sum of money to pay 
interest on bonds for one year. 


Art. 47. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for winding and care of the town clock. 


Art. 48. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of two hundred forty dollars ($240.00) for Mothers’ Aid. 


Art. 49. To see if the town will vote to accept the list 
of jurors as prepared by the municipal officers, Treasurer and 
Clerk. 
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ArT. 50. To see what sum per nine-hour day the town 
will vote for team and driver and for day labor and for trucks. 


Art. 51. To see if the town will vote to authorize and 
direct the Selectmen to execute and deliver a quit-claim deed 
from the town to Adeline M. Lombard of her lot of land and 
the buildings thereon, situated in Gorham on the southerly 
side of the road leading from Gorham Village past the Fair 
Grounds to Buxton, and bounded northerly by said road, 
easterly by land of Theodore Kerr, and southwesterly by the 
Portland-Rochester Railroad location, being a_ three-sided 
lot of land, assuming that all back taxes with interest and 
expenses on said premises up to and including the tax for 1932 
have been paid. 


ArT. 52. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to dispose of the tractors. 


ArT. 53. ‘Fo see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of $9,755.90 to meet the amount of deficits incurred 
in the various town departments during the past year. 


Art. 54. To transact any other business that may come 
legally before said meeting. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in session for 
the purpose of revising and correcting the list of voters, at 
the Selectmen’s office, Saturday, March 4, 1933, from 9.00 
o'clock A. M., to 4:00 o’clock P. M.
